22.—Diplomatic 
exchanges between Ambassador Page 
and the British foreign offce with re- 
gard to Great Britain's attitude in 
Mexico are likely to continue. 
Indi- 
cations -that the British minister to 
Mexico does not hold views in sym- 
pathy with the American policy to- 
ward the Huerta government had 
caused concern to the Washington 
government and while some officials 
declare that they are not seeking Eu- 
ropean support at this time, it was 
made plain that they did not desire 
that any factor should be injected in- 
to the situation at present from Eu- 
rope that would in any way impede 
the efforts of the United States to deal 
with the Mexican problem. 
Should Have Free Hand. 
The administration takes the view 
that as the "nearest neighbor" to 
Mexico, the United States should have 
a free hand in trying to bring about a 
pacification. 
' 
It is not unlikely, therefore, that 
the reported statement of the British 
minister that the United States did 
not understand conditions in Mexico, 
will be the subject of further inquiry, 
with the possibility that-the episode 
may bring out important 
develop- 
ments. 
Officials declined to discuss 
Ambassador Page's cablegrams, but 
their dissatisfaction with the attitude 
of Great Britain was not concealed. 
Diplomatic circles today took in- 
creased interest in the situation and 
many diplomats predicted that the 
outcome might influence American 
policy toward Great Britain in other 
questions pending. 
Grave Misunderstanding. 
London, Ort. 22.—Itis newspapers 
are just awakening to the possibility 
of an embroilment between the United 
States and Crfca'c Bvitain over the 
Mexican situation. 
Their warnings, 
heretofore, have all emanated from 
Washington and New York correspon- 
1 dents and the views of the British 
government as made known in the 
United States through the Associated 
Pres.s not having been published here. 
The Pall Mall Gazette today says: 
"There is evidently a grave misun- 
der.stundih's between this, .country.and 
tl-e Unitod States in regard to. Mexi- 
can crisis which speedily should be 
romoved. There are elements of dan- 
g«;r in the situation -which may easily 
arouse strong feeling on both sides of 
the Atlantic."

Grounds for Complaint. 
"It cannot be denied that President 
Wilson' had some grounds.for com- 
plaint against British policy in Mex- 
ico," says the Globe in commenting 
today on the Mexican situation. 
Tlie newspaper 
considers that a 
grave mistake was made by the Brit- 
ish foreign office in its over hasty rec- 
ognition of Huerta, which was in such 
marked contrast with its dignified de- 
lay in recognizing King Peter of Ser- 
via.The Globe advanced the view that 
the foreign office's attitude lends color 
to the suspicion that its policy is dic- 
tated rather by political considera- 
tions than by regard, for the real in- 
terests ol' tiie nation. 
German Crusier Arrives. 
Vera Cruz, Mex., Oct. 22.—The S.S. 
Corcovado with General Felix Diaz 
on board and the German protected 
erusier Hertha arrived here almost.at 
the same moment this morning. 
The Hertha anchored under the 
walls of the fortress of San Juan de 
Ulna, not .two hundred yards from the 
Corcovado. 
After the Corcovado had 
been inspected by the port authorities 
a boat put oft from tne Hertha and 
set two German officers on board the 
steamship ion .which ,Gen. Diai; had 
made the voyage here. 


Greeting for Diaz. 
As.a result of the display of a force 


»of rural guards only a small group of 
partisans of General .Diaz gathered to 
greet their leader. 
At eight o'clock Diaz had not yet 
landed, owing to a series of delays 
said to have been^caused by the for- 
malities of the port authorities. 
The sending of the German officers 
on board the Corcovado is explained 
by the fact that she is a German ves- 
sel and the commander of the Hertha 
intended to see that Gen. Diaz was not 
molested so long as he remained on 
board.

French Ship to Mexico. 
Brest, France, Oct. 22.—The French 
armored crusier Conde was ordered 
today to take on board ammunition 
and coal and precede as quickly as 
possible to Mexico. 
Japan Not -Interested. 
Tokio, Japan, Oct. 22.—The Japan- 
ese foreign office today declared that 
no Japanese war ships will be sent to 
Mexico. 


Ruling on Exports. 
Washington, Oct. 22.—The treasury 
department notified all customs offi- 
cers that the export to Mexico of rid- 
ing saddles, stirrups, girths, hay and 
other food stuffs and horses may be 
permitted as not in violation of the 
neutrality proclamation of March 14 
1912. 
This instruction follows a de- 
cision of Attorney General McRey- 
nolds who was asked whether such 
articles "intended for the Mexican 
federal army or for other purpose^ 
are munitions of war."

',re(j:t care was taken in the repro- 
uct,ion of Chief Keokuk's dress, and

ut the central states in order to give 
correct picture of the Indian as lie 
ved. 
The bones of Chief Keokuk were 
uried recently 
under the 
statue, 
'hey were brought here a number of 
ears 
ago 
from 
Ottawa, 
Kansas. 
Vhen first found the skull and a num- 
er of bones of the arm were missing, 
ut later the skull was discovered in 
white man's lodge at Ottawa, where 
was being used in an initiation 
eremony. 
Historians write that Keokuk moved 
n more magnificent style than any 
ther chief in America. In points of 
atural intellect, integrity of charac- 
;r and the capacity to govern and 
ithout a superior among Indians. 


Born on Rock River. 
Keokuk was born on the Rock River 
i the northwestern part of Illinois 
bout 1781. 
While still a youth he 
oined a war party against the Sioux, 
nil it was the spear of Keokuk that 
rought the Sioux chieftain to the 
round in death.

the land as squatters. 
Holders of lake front property laid 
claim to the land as growth of the 
city made it valuable, but the captain 
and his resourceful wife- fought them 
off, many times by the display of fire- 
arms. 
Eventually the captain estab- 
lished a "military government" to le- 
galize 
his 
resistance, 
and 
hired 
watchmen. 
Some years ago in one of the nu- 
merous conflicts with deputies, Wil- 
liam Kirk, a watchman employed by 
.one of th,e.rival claimants,.was killed. 
and Streeter and two of his aides 
wer(e sentenced to life imprisonment 
for the crime. 
Eventually he was freed by 
the 
courts and now on legal advice he is 
back again.

SENTIMENT AND JUSTICE. 


Julian Hawthorne's recent criticism 


of the federal prison at Atlanta ha 
excited considerable discussion, and 
sentiment is divided on the question 
of how far sympathy should influenc 
the degree of punishment for crime. 


Many new laws are humanitarian in 


character, and some of them, apply to 
the treatment of offenders who hav 
been 
convicted 
and 
sentenced 
to 


servitude. In our own state the men 
serving jail sentences are practically 
paroled by the sheriff and sent out to 
work. 
The only punishment 
is a 


promise to be good, while on parole 
and a, demand thai, their earnings be 
turned over to the officer for safe 
Iteeping, -or for the support of the 
family, if one exists. This is not a 
hardship, for the class of men affect 
ed are not frugal, as a rule, and they 
are better off financially, with 
gua.rdian, than without. 


It is an open question as to how 


far it is safe to go with this kind of 
humane treatment. If carried too far 
the tendency is to make, a hero .of 
criminals''and' a;'-virtue of crime. The 
sentiment extends to our peniten- 
tiaries and 'Is.-liberally exploited by 
the "Social1 AVorkers of the World." 


The principle involved is much the 


same as is'sometimes entertained for 
men who have reformed from the 
drink.-"habit. In our eagerness to ex- 
tend a helping hand, we are inclined 
to overlook the great rank and file of 
humanity who never become drunk- 
ards. 


Unfortunate people who break the 


law, may be entitled to sympathy, but 
the welfare of society demands pun- 
ishment, and it should not be made a 
burlesque by maudlin sentiment. 


SATIRICAL BRYAN. 


Continued criticism of William Jen- 


nings Bryan, secretary of state in 
President Wilson's cabinet, for his 
chautauqua lectures has caused him 
at last to turn on his accusers. He 
asks the following pertinent question 
in his magazine, "The Commoner," 
which he would like to have an- 
swered.

The name is "The 
Breathers" and the promise is that at least three times a dayi and 
preferably much oftener, we will really breathe. 


Of course that sounds perfectly absurd, but give me a few minutes and 


I'll try to make it less so. 
How often do you breathe .to the full depth of your lungs' capacity? 
Probably not once a week if you are an average person. 
Well that failure is what we promise each other "to avoid. 
When that lazy, listless feeling comes over you and your work—be it 


office work or house work or teaching or what-all drags, and your hea'd feels 
stupid, did you ever try going into an. adjoining room, 
opening the windows, and deep breathing? 
That's what we do. 
And though we don't advertise this remedy as a 
cure-all, we do feel it comes pretty near being a 
help-all. 


. Won't you join our club? 


You can do it without any fuss or feathers—simply 
by making our promise to yourself. 
Let me give you one or two suggestions in case 


you do.- 
Breathe, of course, way down to the bottom of your 


lungs. While you are doing it draw the head in and 
back, lift your chest and stretch upwards. You can let 
the shoulders hang limp. 
After you have done this a 
few times try holding the breath and letting it out as 
slowly as possible, trying not to let the chest collapse 
until it is all out. 


If you care for more vigorous exercises you can 
swing your arms, striking your chest very lightly with 
the tips of your fingers while you hold the breath. 
Another good accompaniment to breathing is to 
hold the arms with the elbows crooked and the fists clenched close against 
the side, and as you exhale, force the arms back as if you were pulling 
against something. 
One thing that these exercises always do for me, and I fancy for anyone 
else, is that when I come back into the room where I have been working 
after doing them, I instantly realize* how stuffy it is, and air it. 


If you haven't the backbone to do these formal exercises, it will help 
some to remember to breathe deeply often when you are out in the open air. 
And even if you do do.the formal exercises it will help to do this too. 


You. cam take the first exercise all but the stretching as you walk along the 
street, without anyone being the wiser. 
An article on sub-oxygenation as the raison d'etre of halC our mortal ills 
aroused our interest in our lungs. 
It pointed out that better oxygenation of the system by deep breathing 
•would improve the complexion, deepen the chest, increase the vitality, im- 
prove the appetite, dig_estion and circulation, and, by the pressure of the 
diaphragh muscle—estimated at two hundred pounds—would correct slug- 
gishness of the bowels. 
. It sounds like a pretty big promise, doesn't it? 
But we thought it was worth trying out. 
Don't you?

BUYING AND COOKING POT' 


ROAST; HOW TO SUCCEED 


Buying meat If. one thing and cook- 
ink it is another,? The best meat may 
be ruined by an. indifferent or care- 
less cook; or a. piece of meat may 
seem hopelessly tough and come on 
to the table tender and juicy, and de- 
licious. All in knowing how and do- 
ing it. 
So really, it seems that when all is 
said and clone about marketing, that 
it rests entriely with the one who 
cooks the meat as to its tenderness 
or toughness and flavor. This is only 
partly true. . 
Meat for a pot roast should be se- 
lected from that part of the animal 
which represents muscular activity, 
such as the hind-quarter, leg, rump, 
or shoulder. All this meat is cheaper 
in price and the greater in, food value 
than tenderloin and sirloin, which is 
Higher priced, tender .under high heat, 
but less in food value. 
Quality does riot ^necessarily mean 
high cost nor. do the so-called choice 
cuts imply nutriment, for these pot 
roasts when 
properly 
cooked, 
are 
capable of affording more real nour- 
ishment than the expensive roasts, 
steaks and chrfpls, .and—yes-^should 
also be finer in flavor. 


Order meat as little, as 
possible 
over the' telephone, selecting just the 
cut: and seeing-that just, the desired 
weight 
is givfih, 
and no more, 
is 
surely the wise housekeeping and 
buying. 
;, 


All meat selected 
for pot roasts 
should be cooked at a low tempera- 
ture. 
If desired, it may be first 
seared in a hot kettle with a piece 
9f suet, turned several times until a!! 
liiices 'are retained, and then the hot 
,vater added and cooked slowly1. 
Or 
t may be put at once .into the pot 
roast kettle with a small amount o£ 
boiling water, simmer, and when the 
water is entirely cooked out, • brown 


the meat in the kettle and make the 
gravy. 
There has been considerable differ- 
ence of opinion among 
cooks as to 
which way gives the finer flavor. 
Have a very friendly acquaintance 
with your butcher. He will help you. 
I once heard a butcher :say to a worn 
an when she was showing him just 
the cut she wanted: 
"Where did you learn the butcher 
business?" 


Pot Roast. 
Beef, three and 
one-half pounds; 
suet, one-fourth 
pound; onions, one; 
boiling water, one cup; salt, pepper, 
bay leaf. 
Directions—Choose a thick 
cut of 
beef 
from the 
shoulder 
(or many 
like what is called the club roast) 
and wipe with a damp cloth. Have 
the kettle hot and put in the suet 
and rend out the fat. 
Remove the 
scraps, add the onion, sliced, 
and 
cook until a light brown. Take the 
onions from the kettle and put in the 
meat; sear on one side, and then on- 
the other. 
Turn once more and put 
the onions on the meat, adding the 
boiling 
water. 
Cover and 
simmer 


slowly one hcmr. 
Season with salt 
and pepper and continue to' cook un- 
til done. If in doubt about the ten- 
derness of the meat, rub over -with a 
little vinegar 
and let stand an hour 
or more until well seared and brown. 
The secret of a pot roast is more in 
the cooking than in the meat, being 
sure not to let it boil at any time. 
Have sufficient 
liquid in the kettle 
for gravy, which may be thickened 
with a teaspoonful of flour after the 
meat is 
removed 
to the platter. 
Pour the gravy ' over the meat arid 
serve. . Potatoes ..may be cooked with 
the roast 
or 
one-half 
pound .of 
prunes, three tablespoonfuls of vine- 
gar, and one-half teaspoonful of cin- 
namon makes a spiced pot roast. 


Seasonable Fruits and Vegetables. 
Fruits—Oranges, grapefruit, grapes, 
apples, lemons. 


Vegetables—-Potatoes, white 
and 
sweet; Hubbard - squash, white and yel- 
low turnips, carrots, white . and red 
cabbage,. parsnips, 
onions, lettuce, 
oysterplant. 
Extras—Tomatoes, 
fancy melons, 
Brussels sprouts, string beans, rad- 
ishes, wax beans, egg plant.
